Columbus, Oct. 23.—Sustaining 


the charges of misconduct in office 
and gross neglect of duty, for par- 
ticipating in the referendum on the 
McDermott liquor license act, Govt 
ernor Willis yesterday removed By- 
ron M. ClenDening of Cincinnati as 
a member of the state liquor license 
commission. 


"Thus endeth the first round; the 


fight has just begun," ClenDening 
said, addressing the governor, after 
the chief executive had announced 
his decision. 
When handed a .copy 


of the decision by the 
governor, 


ClenDening jokingly said: 
"This 


makes another valentine to add to 
my collection." 
The other valen- 


tines were requests for his resigna- 
tion and copies of the charges which, 
had been filed against him. 


ClenDening and his counsel said 


they will appeal to the supreme court; 
from the governor's decision, but 
have not yet decided in what form 
the court action will be instituted. 
If a successor is appointed to Clen- 
Dening. the suit may be one in quo 
.warranto to oust the successor and 
reinstate ClenDening, or if no suc- 
cessor is appointed, it may be in th« 
•form of a mandamus to compel the 
governor to reinstate ClenDening. 
- .The court action will be based up- 
on the contention that ClenDeaJng'a 
activities, in the referendum .do not 
constitute misconduct in office and 
gross neglect of duty, that statutes 
cannot limit the free exercise of a 
person's duties and privileges, which 
are guaranteed by the constitution. 


The charges were sustained in 


conformity with an opinion of At- 
torney General Turner that such ac- 
tivity as was complained of on the 
part of Clen'Dening constitutes mis- 
conduct in office add gross neglect 
of duty in the meaning of the pres- 
ent liquor license law. and the 
cor-, 


dupt practices'act.

against CleniDenirig by W. B. Mat- 
thews, former sheriff of

County, had been substantiated
